COMES NOW, the Mississippi Public Service Commission (“Commission”)
and it appearing to the Commission, for good cause shown and after reviewing the
plan for utilization of the year 2006 Federal Universal Service Funding (“USF"}
submitted by BeliSouth Telecommunications, Inc. (“BellSouth”), upon the
recommendation of the Mississippi Public Utilities Staff (*MPUS”) and this
Commission being otherwise fully advised, finds as follows:

1. On January 19, 2000, the Commission established this docket to certify,
pursuant to the Federal Communications Commission's ("FCC") Universal Service
Order', that the use of federal universal service high cost support in Mississippi is
consistent with 47 U.S.C. §254(e).
